Family’s plea after brothers’ heartbreaking diagnosis

Almost £5,000 was donated in only 36 
hours after two young brothers were 
diagnosed with the same “cruel” in¬ 
curable genetic disease. 

Nick and Klara Taussig, from 
Epsom, were told on July 11 that 
their baby Oskar and two-year- 
old son Theo have the muscle-wast¬ 
ing disease, Duchenne muscular 
dystrophy. 

While still reeling from the shock, 
film producer and novelist Mr 
Taussig immediately pledged to do 
all he can to raise money to find a 
cure in time to save his boys. 

He has already signed up for the 
Farnham Pilgrim marathon in 
September to raise money to fund re¬ 
search into the disease. 

Though a fundraising website, he 
said most children with the disease 
die in their late teens or early 20s and 
are confined to a wheelchair by the 
age of 12. 

He said: “I don’t want our boys to 
die and I don’t want other boys to die 
from this disease, when there is the 
real prospect of treatment and cure, 
if as much money as possible is put 
into the hands of the world’s best 
researchers and scientists.” 

Family friend Maxine Slate, 33, 
said nearly £5,000 had been donated 
to the research charity, Harrison’s 
Fund, in just a day-and-a-half. 

Mrs Slate said: “It’s been upsetting 


for all of us because we didn’t think 
for a second this was coming. It’s 
such a cruel disease. The boys will 
slowly waste away.” 

Mr Taussig, who co-founded film 
production company Salon Pictures 
last February, has written three nov¬ 
els - Love and Mayhem, Don Don 
and Gorilla Guerrilla - and his wife 
is an artist and a former fashion 
model. 

The family are now seeing doctors 
and meeting other parents whose 
children have the condition to find 
out more about the disease. 

Mrs Slate said: “They are trying to 
find out what is going on. They have 
got to carry on raising the boys and 
getting on with life as normal.” 

On their fundraising website Kevin 
Smalley said: “So sorry to hear the 
news Nick, an utterly fantastic cause 
and best of luck for the marathon. 
Thinking of you and your family.” 

Sarah Coppen said: “I don’t know 
you, but I have two boys myself and I 
can’t imagine how you must feel. My 
heart goes out to your family.” 

Although girls can carry the 
disease, its almost always manifests 
in boys, with one in 3,500 boys getting 
it according to the NHS. 

Symptoms are usually evident 
before the age of six.

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Fatal head-on crash leads 
to calls for speed camera

In the wake of a fatal car 
crash that killed a mother 
and son, more than 650 peo¬ 
ple have signed a petition 
calling for a speed camera 
on the road to prevent an¬ 
other tragedy. 

Nicola Morris, 29, and her 
son Kai Arnold, 11, died in a 
head-on collision on a bend 
in Banstead Road, Ewell, 
on Saturday, July 5, at about 
10.30am and another 
woman, in her 50s, remains 
in a serious condition in 
hospital. 

Although the cause of this 
accident has yet to be estab¬ 
lished, Ms Morris’ former 
colleague Kathryn McCourt, 
25, has started a petition to 
make the road safer and 
prevent speeding. 

Ms McCourt, from 
Stoneleigh, said: “The rea¬ 
son I set this up is not only 
for Nicola and Kai and to 
ensure another tragic acci¬ 
dent like this never happens 
again - but to stop people 
speeding down this road as 
it is a very dangerous road.” 

Ms McCourt said there has 
already been great support 
for the petition, but she said 
she needs 1,500 signatures 
before Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil will take it seriously. 

She said: “I think by 
adding a speed camera it 


will ensure no one speeds. 

“I know the road is a very 
long one, but towards the 
middle of the road is the 
most dangerous. 

“If we try to reduce the 
speed then at least we have 
tried to save more lives.” 

Ms McCourt and Ms 
Morris worked together at 
Teddies Nurseries in Epsom 
from 2012 to 2013, before 
they both later left. 

Ms McCourt said: “She 
was a loving, caring person 
and really easy to talk to. 
She was very approachable 
and always smiling. 

“I saw her only a couple of 
weeks before she died; she 


was talking about her 
wedding plans and was 
chuffed that Kai had got into 
the high school of his 
choice. She was so happy. 

”My brother had told me 
on the Saturday about a lady 
and her son being killed and 
it was horrible. I could only 
think of the family. Then 
later on that night I found 
out it was Nicola. 

“I was in shock for a good 
week. 

“On the Sunday me and a 
few girls who worked with 
Nicola went to lay flowers. 
We also signed one of my old 
Teddies’ T-shirts and left it 
there - she will always be a 


part of Teddies Epsom. 

“We have had a lot of 
support from people with 
the petition, but we still 
need more signatures.” 

On Saturday the communi¬ 
ty Facebook group, What’s 
On in Banstead, said the fam¬ 
ily had asked it to publicise 
details of the joint funeral, 
which is being held tomor¬ 
row, Friday, July, 25. 

The cortege will start in 
Woodmansterne at 12.30pm. 
It will be circling around to 
Woodmansterne School, 
where Kai was a pupil, and 
then around to the Wood¬ 
man Pub and on down Wood¬ 
mansterne Lane. 

At about 12.40pm it will be 
travelling the length of 
Banstead High Street before 
going on to a service for 
family and friends. 

What's On in Banstead 
said: “There is a trust fund 
being set up for Kai’s broth¬ 
er Alfie, as so many people 
have wanted to give some¬ 
thing to him and other dona¬ 
tions for the air ambulance. 

“It would be really nice for 
Banstead Village to show its 
support to the family, so if 
you are around these loca¬ 
tions please just stop for a 
moment when you see them 
come past.”

School ‘favoured churchgoers’ 

A Catholic school has had its church weekly - something would not know whicl 


knuckles rapped for discrimi¬ 
nation for giving places to 
children who attended mass at 
its church rather than those 
who lived nearby. 

St Joseph’s Catholic Prima¬ 
ry School, Epsom, has been 
ordered to change its admis¬ 
sions policy following a ruling 
by the Office of the Schools 
Adjudicator last month - and 
is expected to publish a new 
policy in the next few days. 

An over-subscribed school 
rated Good in its last Oftsed 
report, the school in Rose- 
bank, West Street, had been 
given priority to potential 
pupils based upon how many 
masses they have attended at 
the affiliated church next 
door, St Joseph’s Catholic 
Church - a practice that the 
adjudicator said amounted to 
“discrimination that poten¬ 
tially arises from requiring at¬ 
tendance at the church rather 
than residency in the parish”. 

According to a concerned 
parent at the school, of the 60 
places available in 2014, all 
were allocated to those who 
had attended mass at the 


weekly - something 
the Schools Adjudicator con¬ 
firmed - but the parent added: 
“Many of these places were 
given to parents who lived out¬ 
side the local area” - some¬ 
thing the school has denied. 

The parent said: “These 
places should have been given 
to local children, whose par¬ 
ents were then forced to find 
places further away from their 
homes.” 

However, the adjudicator did 
not uphold an argument that 
the school was “selling school 
places for cash” by asking 
parents attending mass at St 
Joseph’s Catholic Church to 
make voluntary and anony¬ 
mous donations. 

Dismissing the claim, the 
adjudicator stated: “Atten¬ 
dance at the church and fre¬ 
quency of worship there are 
essential for admission to the 
school and donations are 
sought during these visits. 

“I do not however find that 
admission is based on these 
payments, for it is possible to 
attend the requisite number of 
masses without payments 
and the admissions authority 


which 

parents have made donations.” 

In a statement headteacher 
Theresa Kenefick said: “The 
governors of St Joseph’s have 
taken on board the require¬ 
ments as determined by the 
Schools Adjudicator with re¬ 
gard to our admissions policy 
and changes have been made. 

“Our aim has always been to 
provide the very best educa¬ 
tion for children in our care 
and we will continue to do so. 

“St Joseph’s has responded 
fully to the adjudicator’s 
determination and is in the 
process of finalising the new 
admissions policy in liaison 
with the local authority and 
the diocese. This will be pub¬ 
lished in the next day or so. 

“The vast majority of places 
at St Joseph’s are allocated to 
parents who live in Epsom 
within close proximity of the 
school and this will continue 
after the changes to policy.” 

St Joseph’s is a voluntary- 
aided school that is expanding 
to two-form entry in recep¬ 
tion. The inspection of denom¬ 
inational education last 
October rated it “exceptional”.

Police have released an efit of 
a man they are hunting over 
the sexual assault of a 
teenage girl last Tuesday.

She said: “We are obviously 
concerned about it. We think 
we need a bit more of a police 
presence to make sure it does 
not happen again. Everybody 
needs to be vigilant.”

Atkins said: “I would urge 
anyone who was in Wells 
Road, Castle Road or the sur¬ 
rounding areas on that day to 


think hard about whether 
they recognise this man as 
being someone they have 
seen, either before or after 
the incident, or on another 
day. 

“I would like to reassure 
the public we are doing all we 
can to trace this man, but we 
also need your help in bring¬ 
ing him to justice.”

Kicking up a stink over smell 


Hospital bosses have asked 
patients not to be violent to¬ 
wards doctors and nurses 
after it emerged more than 
450 staff have been assaulted 
since 2009. 

Figures obtained through 
a Freedom of Information 
request show 455 members of 
staff from St Helier and 
Epsom hospitals have been 
assaulted since 2009. 

The number of assaults on 
hospital staff peaked in 2011 
with 116 incidents across the 
trust. 

There were 87 incidents in 
2012 and 68 in 2013. 

Chrisha Alagaratnam, chief 
executive of Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust, said: “Any physi¬ 
cal or verbal assault on NHS 
staff is entirely unacceptable 
and should not happen under 
any circumstances. 

“We will not tolerate intimi¬ 
dation, threats, or physical 
violence.”

David Fanthorpe, leisure 
monitoring officer at the 
council, explained that a spe¬ 
cial jetting machine was put 
down all the waste pipes from 
the male and female toilets to 
the main sewage pit in the 
pool plant room. 

An earlier attempt to re¬ 
move the blockages using 
drain cleaner and drain rods 
failed, despite an assurance 
^from general manager 
Martin Pask to Mr 
I Warr that the smell 
[had gone. 

Swimmer Linda Bond 
[ said last week: “I have 
(found it impossible to 
f use the toilets or 


changing room next to the 
pool for weeks. 

“Now, with the stench drift¬ 
ing sometimes the whole 
length of the pool. I have had 
to stop swimming.” 

Matt Finn, a marketing ex¬ 
ecutive at Fusion, which op¬ 
erates the leisure centre on 
behalf of the council, said: 
“Leatherhead leisure centre 
regrets any displeasure 
caused to its customers due 
to intermittent odours near 
the swimming pool area. 

“The smell is due to a minor 
maintenance issue. 

“Engineers have attended 
the leisure centre and made 
the necessary works which 
has resolved this issue. 

“We will continue to moni¬ 
tor this situation, but are 
happy that the corrective 
works will be a permanent 
solution.”

A heritage trust is spending 
£4,000 on the repair of neglected 
graves belonging to legendary 
racehorses who won the Derby. 

Surrey Historic Buildings 
Trust is making the grant to help 
restore Grade II listed graves in 
woodland by the Durdans Sta¬ 
bles in Chalk Lane, Epsom. 

The trust said: “The grant will 
fund the repair of grave slabs 
and railings at the property, 
which was owned by the Victori¬ 
an statesman and racehorse 
owner Lord Rosebery. 

“The stables themselves have 
recently been refurbished 
thanks to a substantial grant 
from English Heritage to enable 
the building to come off the Her¬ 
itage at Risk Register.” 

Former Prime Minister Lord 
Rosebery’s Derby winners Ladas 
(1894), Sir Visto (1895) and Cicero 
(1905) are buried in the grounds 
of the Durdans. 

The 1838 Derby winner Amato, 
which gave its name to the 
Amato pub in Chalk Lane, is also 
buried there. 

The stables’ website said: 
“Lord Rosebery died at the Dur¬ 
dans in 1929 and it is said, in his 
dotage, he was often found sit¬ 
ting by the graves of his Derby 
winners, his great passion in 
life.” 


Philip Buckman, who took over 
as joint owner of the stables in 
2011, described the horse graves 
as discoloured, crumbling, 
strewn with weeds and in a “very 
poor state”. 

Mr Buckman said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted to receive the grant. They 
are the history of Epsom really. 
They are iconic graves of Derby 
winners and I think they are 
unique in the country. They 
should be restored for the 
future.” 

He said they are still looking 
for more funding because the 


restoration will cost between 
£10,000 and £12,000. 

He said: “We aim to restore 
them this year.” 

Caroline Baldock, who has pre¬ 
viously fought to save the Dur¬ 
dans, welcomed the grant 
towards the repair of the graves. 

She said: “That’s absolutely 
fantastic. We have got these fan¬ 
tastic graves that have been left 
to wrack and ruin. They are the 
most amazing things.” 

The trust was formed in 1980 in 
order to preserve the historic ar¬ 
chitectural heritage of Surrey.

A suspected ritual pit from 
Roman times, containing a cow’s 
skull, horse bones and possibly 
puppy bones, has been uncov¬ 
ered during an archaeological 
dig. 

The discovery was made dur¬ 
ing a three-week dig in Church 
Meadow - at the site of an impor¬ 
tant Roman road, Stane Street, 
in Ewell. 

Nearby at the Roman ritual site 
of Hatch Furlong, archaeologists 
have previously excavated deep 
shafts containing the remains of 
cats and dogs. 

Nikki Cowlard, site director of 
the Church Meadow Project, said 


that the Romans would not have 
normally thrown away horse 
bones. 

Ms Cowlard said: “We seem to 
have a ritual pit. We have got a 
large pit, we have got bones right 
at the bottom and it seems they 
were deliberately made. 

“Why they did what they did 
with them we are not sure.” 

She said the volunteers have 
also found other pits, possibly 
used for metalwork, as well as 
brooches, hairpins, low denomi¬ 
nation coins, roof tiles and 
pottery. 

She said: “We are getting all 
sorts of bits to get a pattern of 


what was happening there. This 
is the last season of the dig be¬ 
cause the field is not going to be 
available after this.” 

The site will eventually be 
turned into a graveyard and used 
for burials. But until then Ms 
Cowlard said the church plans to 
allow Ewell Castle School to use 
the area as a training pitch. 

About 90 volunteers have taken 
part in the three-week dig, which 
ends on Sunday. 

Children from Bourne Hall 
Museum Kids Club and Ewell 
Grove School have also visited 
the site. It was open to the public 
during the Ewell Village Fair.

Charity to save dogs 



A trio of animal lovers are form¬ 
ing a charity to rescue stray dogs 
from terrible conditions at “kill 
camps” in Romania. 

Last month the Bucharest 
Court of Appeal suspended the 
law that says stray dogs should 
be killed within a fortnight of 
capture, but the UK women say 
the slaughter continues. 

Jennifer Gilbert, from West 
Hill, Epsom, and Lisa Webster, 
from Sherwood Park Road, Sut¬ 
ton, went out to save dogs from a 
filthy shelter near Bucharest 
earlier this year. 

Together with Rachael Welch, 
who helped with fundraising, 
they brought over a lorry-load of 
these dogs and have managed to 
rehome them. 

Now the woman have applied 
to register a charity, UK Romani¬ 
an Dog Rescue, in order to save 
more dogs from public shelters 
before their execution. 

Miss Webster said: “We are 
going to be doing this forever I 
imagine. It’s become such a huge 
part of our lives. 

“It’s heartbreaking. There are 
so many dogs out there who are 
so desperate.” 

Their first mission is to bring 
over the rest of the dogs they 
rescued, but had to leave behind. 

In the past few weeks they have 
brought over 11 dogs. 

In addition, Miss Webster said: 



“There are another 15 dogs we 
are still fighting for. As soon as 
we can find homes we will be 
bringing them over.” 

She appealed for people to 
come forward to give loving 
homes to these dogs. 

She added: “It’s difficult to sleep 
knowing they are out there.” 

Last month animal welfare or¬ 
ganisation Four Paws said the 
Court of Appeal had ruled in 
their favour to suspend the legal 
framework that allows stray 
dogs to be killed. The law came 
into force in October after an in¬ 
cident in which a little boy was 
fatally mauled by dogs. 

Gabriel Paun, director of cam¬ 
paigns at Four Paws, said: “The 
court’s decision to suspend the 
killing is a clear, independent 
signal that the law has not 
worked. We are delighted with 


the court’s decision and will now 
continue with our final goal of 
abolishing this law completely.” 

But Miss Webster said the 
killing has not stopped. 

She said: “They are still being 
slaughtered in really horrible 
ways. I don’t think in the short 
term it has changed anything.” 

Miss Gilbert said: “People ask 
why we are not helping the UK 
dogs. The UK dogs live in five- 
star shelters compared to Roma¬ 
nian dogs. They are treated 
humanely and if euthanized it’s 
done humanely and not with a 
shovel to the head. 

“Our future plan is not to just 
bring dogs back, but to start edu¬ 
cation and trying to change the 
law so we can implement neuter 
programmes.”

Tory councillors’ allowances u-turn 


Conservative councillors on 
Surrey County Council (SCC) 
have u-turned on their controver¬ 
sial decision to vote themselves 
huge increases in allowances. 

In May, Conservative-led SCC 
considered recommendations for 
changes to the basic and special 
responsibility allowances paid to 
councillors, which were last in¬ 
creased in July 2010. 

A report by the Independent Re¬ 
muneration Panel (IRP) had made 
recommendations for changes to 
the different allowances paid to 
councillors - some of which were 
ignored by Conservative council¬ 
lors who tabled amendments, 
without prior notice. 


The IRP recommended the spe¬ 
cial allowance paid to the leader 
of the council be increased from 
£27,000 to £35,548. 

The Conservative councillors 
bumped this up to £43,000. 

They also voted to increase the 
deputy leader’s special allowance 
from £19,500 to £31,250 - even 
though the IRP had recommended 
a rise to £30,333. 

But the council accepted the 
IRP’s suggestion that the basic al¬ 
lowance of the 81 councillors be 
increased from the current 
£11,791 to £12,418. 

After the decision in May, 
the IRP members resigned in 
protest and Conservative Local 


Government Secretary Eric Pick¬ 
les was asked to investigate. 

Last week, Councillor David 
Hodge, Conservative leader of the 
SCC, announced he and his 
deputy leader, Councillor Peter 
Martin, had decided to accept 
only the level of allowances rec¬ 
ommended by the IRP. 

In a statement, Coun Hodge 
said: “I understand and respect 
the decision made by the council 
on allowances and the reasons for 
it. I agree with that decision. 

“Nevertheless, I have made a 
personal decision to accept only 
the level of allowance recom¬ 
mended by the IRP. My deputy 
has made a similar decision.”

Coun Kington said it is also 
not known how the school 
will deal with the additional 
traffic volumes. 

He said: “This situation is 
unacceptable. SCC sets a dan¬ 
gerous and morally unsound 
precedent to developers if 
SCC itself can ignore the 
planning process and start 
building on the basis of con¬ 
versations amongst county 
officers, who get the go-ahead 
for work before planning per¬ 
mission is granted 

“Expanding schools before 


putting in place plans to deal 
with traffic congestion is a 
nonsense and a failure of 
their duty to local residents 
and the children attending 
the school 

“Deciding in July that a 
school needs to be expanded 
in September shows a failure 
of the school planning 
regime to understand the 
data on births, which they 
have had in their possession 
for the past few years.” 


Epsom Councillor Liz Frost 
said: “The main reason for 
our protest is that the proper 
planning processes have not 
been followed. 

“Because there is no per¬ 
mission for building work, 
there are no conditions ap¬ 
plied, and neighbours tell me 
that there was loud building 
work at 7am on Saturday - 
surely not acceptable. 

“As to the plans them¬ 
selves, when the school was 


first built, I understand that 
local residents were assured 
that the site was too small for 
there to be any expansion to 
it, therefore the proposals ap¬ 
pear to be over-development 
of the site.” 

In response to questions 
from Coun Kington, SCC cab¬ 
inet member for schools and 
learning Councillor Linda 
Kemeny said there was an ur¬ 
gent need to school places by 
September 2014. 

She said: “The applicant in 
this instance has recognised 
the duty and obligations to 
Surrey parents and taken the 
difficult decision to submit 
its planning application, en¬ 
abling local residents to reg¬ 
ister their views for 
consideration, while running 
in parallel the development 
of the scheme.” 

In a statement, co-head¬ 
teachers Carrie Christer and 
Claire Regnard said: “With 
the additional reception class 
starting in September 2014, 
all local children were able to 
gain a place, which is reas¬ 
suring and comforting for 
parents in what can be a very 
stressful time. 

“With this additional recep¬ 
tion class the school will still 
be under its capacity of 210.” 


SIGN OF SUCCESS: A sign language 
teacher has been named teacher of 
the year for London. Terry Edwards, 
from Epsom, won the award at deaf 
communication charity Signature’s 
annual awards. Mr Edwards, who 
teaches at the Signamic Centre in 
London, said: “I’m honoured to be 
the winner of this award.”

Customers of the 
supermarket in Kiln Lane voted for 
the Children’s Trust in Tadworth as 
the branch’s charity of the year.

CHARITY SERVICE: Barks and 
Bunnies, an online pet company 
based in Ashtead, has donated 
tennis balls to rescue dogs. Owner 
Amy Skilton said for every order 
placed during Wimbledon, the 
company donated a tennis ball to 
animal charity Wood Green Animal 
Shelter. She said: “We are here to 
help bring happiness to as many 
dogs and rabbits as we can, this 
seemed a wonderful opportunity to 
have a little fun and do something 
good at the same time.” 

MEET THE GIRLS: An independent 
boys’ senior school is getting ready 
to welcome girls next year after 80 
per cent of parents responding to a 
survey backed the plan. Ewell Castle 
School’s sixth form and junior 
school are already co-ed and its 
senior school will take girls from 
September 2015. 

TRACK FIRE: A fire by the railway 
line at Ewell East on Monday 
disrupted services. The fire affected 
journeys between Epsom, Horsham, 
Dorking and London Victoria.

A worried father has warned 
that kids who unwittingly go on 
social media websites are putting 
themselves at risk of cyberbully¬ 
ing and grooming. 

Gary Andrews, from Ewell, 
said he was shocked to discover 
that his 13-year-old daughter 
had been using ask.fm, which 
has been associated with teen 
suicides. 

Mr Andrews was so concerned 
he asked police round to their 
home to explain the dangers to 
his daughter last week and has 
also visited her school, Blenheim 
High School in Longmead Road, 
Epsom, to raise the issue. 

He said: “Kids are going on 
these sites and putting them¬ 
selves in danger. As a father I 
think it’s my duty to let people 
know their children could be in 
danger on these sites.” 

He added: “I have got an almost 
personal vendetta against these 
sites. You don’t know who you 
are talking to. You don’t know 
who you are sending pictures to. 

“I’m angry that there are peo¬ 
ple out there who are trying to 
engage children and gain their 
trust.”

He said a couple of weeks ago it 
came to light that his daughter 
had been using ask.fm and he 
was “sickened” by some posts 
from anonymous users.

She was mortified when me 
and her mother sat down with 
her with a print-out and said ‘Ex¬ 
plain this’. 

“We sat down and said what 
you are doing is wrong. I 


involved the police and I spoke to 
the school.” 

He said children are influenced 
by peer pressure and sign up 
to social networking websites 
where they may fall prey to adult 
users. 

He said: “They think they are 
talking to their friends but mil¬ 
lions of people can see what is 
being said. The naivety of these 
kids could be their downfall.”

Costly NHS reorganisation 
blamed for lack of funding

It seems that there are now two 
surgeries in Epsom having prob¬ 
lems with previously arranged 
agreements (Ill-advised, July 17). 

Ashley Centre Surgery - where 
I am a patient - cannot get the 
funding to move into new premis¬ 
es and a new surgery earmarked 
for the Longmead estate has been 
abandoned for the same reason. 

The Government says it wants 
more care in the community to 
deter people from going to acci¬ 
dent and emergency and they 
should go to their GP instead. 

This disaster is solely due to the 


Government’s unwanted and un¬ 
necessary £3bn top-down re-or¬ 
ganisation of the NHS that did 
away with the primary care 
trusts (PCTs) last April that had 
agreed the principle arrange¬ 
ments for the new surgeries. 

The PCTs were replaced by the 
Sussex and Surrey Area Team 
who say that they are waiting for 
instructions from the Govern¬ 
ment before allowing the funding 
to be released. 

A BMA spokesman said last 
week that this is the tip of an 
iceberg. 


In the meantime, we patients 
are seeing one local surgery in 
danger of closing and another 
has been lost due to such inertia. 

Chris Grayling MP has been 
forthright in his view on saving 
Epsom Hospital. What are his 
views on this matter? 

Will he join a campaign to get 
his Government to release the 
funding to place the wellbeing of 
patients before that of needless 
bureaucracy?

CATCHING ON 


D ucks may swim 

placidly across serene 
ponds, yet all the while 
more unusual creatures - 
such as terrapins, eels and 
newts - can lurk in their 
depths. 

The fishing season began 
in June, and the long school 
summer holidays are upon 
us again, so the time is ripe 
to pick up a fishing rod and 
discover more about the fish 
and what else is living be¬ 
neath the surface of your 
local pond or river. 

Nature expert Tony 
Drakeford, from 
Wimbledon, 
says: “The an¬ 
glers are down 
by the water ; 
now. A lot of 



fishermen go for big mon¬ 
sters like carp, which are in 
local ponds and often 
stocked there. 

“The bigger the carp, the 
better, but they are quite 
wary. Sometimes fishermen 
stay out all night with 
lanterns hoping to catch 
something.” 

Other popular catches in¬ 
clude roach, pike, bream and 
tench. On the flip side, an 
underwater reptile that 
fishermen do not want to 
encounter is the 
terrapin. 

Misguided pet owners 
often get fed up with 
terrapins and 
dump them in 
local ponds 
where 
they 


wreak havoc 
by eating fish, 
frogspawn, 
tadpoles, 
newts, toads 
and other pond 
life.

New research from Direct Line 
Home Insurance reveals 21 
million (43 percent) British 
adults would refuse to live in a 
high crime neighbourhood. 

In February this year, 92 
crimes were recorded on Police 
crime maps in the vicinity of 
Sloane Square, which could rule 
out this location for Britons 
looking for a prime residence. 

Half (50 per cent) of UK adults 
would check crime statistics in a 
neighbourhood they were 
looking to move to, before 
committing to buying or 
renting.

Landlords get online tax training 


Landlords are being offered online training 
in tax matters from HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC). 

The computer-based tutorials will make it 
easier for them to understand when and how to 
pay tax on property they have let out. 

The training pack is part of HMRC’s Let Property 
campaign, aimed at people renting out residential 
property who have not registered to pay tax, who 
have under-declared their earnings, or who have 
under-paid tax. 

Laura Pollard, head of HMRC Campaigns, said: 
“This package has been developed to help landlords 
get their tax affairs right from day one. They can also 
use it to keep them on track in the future. 

“Landlords who have failed to register with HMRC, 
or who have under-declared or under-paid tax risk 


being checked by HMRC. If they wait for that to 
happen, they won’t be able to sort out their tax affairs 
under the best terms. If they are in any doubt, they 
should try the training and, if they think they need 
to bring their tax affairs up to date, they should 
contact us.” 

The bite-sized modules will explain to 
landlords: 

• When and how property letting starts, and 
what to do 

• The various types of property income - 
furnished, unfurnished, holiday lets, 
rent-a-room, the non resident landlord 
scheme - and how they are taxed 

• The correct treatment of income and

• Property disposal, capital gains 
and inheritance tax 

• Tax return filing and paying dates - 
and when and how 

• PAYE and VAT obligations

Chitty insists he is hungrier 
than ever to see his name in 
lights after falling short of 
booking his spot at a Wimble¬ 
don tournament. 

The 13-year-old put his 
talents on display at the 
HSBC Road to Wimbledon 
south-east regional qualifier 
at the National Tennis Centre 
in Roehampton over the 
weekend. 

He was playing for a spot at 
next month’s Road to Wim¬ 
bledon 14 & Under Challenge 
at the All England Club, but 
could not find a way past 
Thomas Norwood in the first 
round. 




I will be back: Max Chitty 

He lost 6-0, 6-0 but despite 
falling short of a memorable 
outing on the famous SW19 
courts this time, Glyn School 
pupil Chitty is adamant we 
have not seen the last of him. 

“Considering he was quite a 
bit older than me I think I 
still managed to do OK even 
though I didn’t win any 
games,” said Chitty. 

“I’ve been playing tennis 
since I was three or four, I re¬ 
ally enjoy it, especially the 
little drop shots where you 
make your opponent run. 

“My favourite player is 
Rafael Nadal because he puts 
spin on the ball. It would be 
great to be a professional ten¬ 
nis player like him. 

“This was my first time at 
Road to Wimbledon, I’ll come 
back and give it another go 
next year.” 

The HSBC Road to Wimbledon National 14 & Under 
Challenge is the UK's largest national junior grass 
court tournament and forms part of HSBC's invest¬ 
ment in the stars of the future. 
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Olympic cycling hero Joanna 
Rowsell is aiming for Com¬ 
monwealth Games glory on 
four fronts - but she is also 
using her status to raise 
awareness of a personal fifth. 

The 25-year-old five times 
world champion, who started 
in the saddle at Sutton Cy¬ 
cling Club and attended Non¬ 
such High School, rides in 
the 3,000m individual pur¬ 
suit, 25km points race, 10km 
scratch race and the individ¬ 
ual time trial. 

In her aero-dynamic hel¬ 
met, Rowsell is barely recog¬ 
nisable, but when she is in 
civvies, her alopecia is laid 
bare for all to see. 

And it is this that the 
Olympic gold medallist is 


putting in the spotlight ahead 
of the Games. 

She said: “For as long as I 
can remember I’ve always 
had small bald patches, but I 
was able to cover them up 
with the rest of my hair. 

“But when I was about 10 I 
got more and more patches 
and they kept getting bigger 
and more and more kept 
falling out until it had all 
completely gone. 

“Everyone cares about 
their looks and it was diffi¬ 
cult and I can’t deny that it 
wasn’t. 

“But now I’m definitely a 
lot more accepting of the 
condition.” 

She added: “I was always 
quite determined to prove 
myself, to prove that despite 
being shy and despite having 
this condition I did still want 
to make something of my life. 

“I always wanted to make 


the most of things, so I think 
it’s probably helped me.” 

Rowsell starts her bid for 
a first Commonwealth gold 
medal in the individual pur¬ 
suit in the Sir Chris Hoy 
Velodrome on Friday. 

The double European track 
champion then has a tough 
schedule with the 10km fi¬ 
nals on Saturday, 25km race 


on Sunday and the time trial 
on Thursday - but it is not 
diminishing her appetite. 

She said: “It’s all England 
versus Wales versus Scotland 
so they’ve got a bit a little bit 
of rivalry going, so we’re all 
quite excited. 

“I’ve never done it before, 
but I think it’s going to be re¬ 
ally tough competition.”
